ture under the act of Ohio.

Arrived, tchr tvergieen , Capt. Pool, 
43 day* from I'rinidad, with *ugar and 
molasses. 
The Evergreen was taken 
17th August, hy the piratical schooner 
SnakcT; Oipt, Poriunat—a prize*mas:er 
end four men put on board, and ordered 
for Old Providence. 
Capt. Paol states, 
that afier keeping in company with the 
privateer 10 days, she lelt her to go in 
search of water, aod the Evergreen stood 
in for the Keys, for the samo puipose ; 
and when off Key Largo, fell in with the 
wrecking sloop Intrepid, capt. Cr. cker, 
of Barn*table, on board of which vessel 
capt. Pool •en t immediately, and made 
known his situation. 
Captain Crocker 
sent on board the Evergreen four men 
well armed, and the schr. was retaken 
without any resistance, and the priva* 
teersmcn were confined below imme 
diately. 
At (he time tho wrecking 
sloops Sailor's Rights, ISam es; and 
Young Hamilton. Post, lay at anchor 
near the ahore, which account* fur no 
re*btance being made.- 
Previous to re­ 
capture the prise-niaster endeavored to 
ransom the fcbr. end appropriate the 
ransom money to his own use, and re* 
(urn (o England, bis native coumry—but 
falling io with thn above sloop*, hi* plan 
wa* unexpectedly frustrated. 
H e elat­ 
ed that Woman** Island, (said lo be un­ 
inhabited) near Cape Latouche, was the 
place where the privateer rendezvoused 
and where the Evergreen was ordered ; 
but capt. Pool thinks they intended to 
have run her ashore, and to have sold 
the cargo to whoever appeared disposed 
to purchase.— W hile capt. Pool was on 
board tbe Intrepid, an English sloop 
came and the captain went immediately 
on board the Evergreen, and from the 
coidial shake of the hand which he gave 
the prise-master, it appeared they were 
not strangers to each other.— Captain 
Pool heatd the Eni>lish capt. distinctly 
Older the man steering the Evergreen 
to put up the helm, in order to run her 
ashore on a reef. 
The vessel which 
captured the Evergreen is three masted 
about thirty tons burthen, white bottom, 
white streak round her, obout thirty 
men, cliicfly blacks, and one sm^ll gun 
un a pivot. 
One of the men a Dutch* 
man, but on board the Evergreen, ot­ 
tered captain Pool his assistance— he 
stated he had been impressed into the 
service against lu* will 
They were 
taken from the schr on Friday by the 
Marohal and lod}»ed in {[¡oal viz .* Joh'i 
Lamber, John F'ansever, Levis Jovan, 
and Henry Coroeilus.
